per day, or the equivalent in strong cloectric light in which the light f 
bulb is placed directly over the surface of tho aquarium water. Plants 

kept without some direct sunlight or artificial light usually deteriorate. 


Sunshine is also necessary for the good health of fish. Some varieties 
contract the disease known as “Rickets" because of the lack of sunlight. 
Fish with this disease look caved=-in and scom to have hollow stomachs.
